Council, 

Coastal Oil and Gas, 
based in Bridgend 
Industrial Estate, 

believes there could be 
commercial quantities of 
‘shale gas’ 700 metres 
below ground. 

However, there are 
concerns over the 
process of extracting the 
gas, commonly known as 
‘ fracking ’. Hydraulic 
fracturing involves 
pumping a mixture of 
sand, water, and chemi¬ 
cals underground at high 
pressure to break up the 
shale and release the gas. 

But Mr John said what 
was being delivered 
underground was a dan¬ 
gerous cocktail and could 
have damaging conse¬ 
quences. 

“I was absolutely mor¬ 
tified when I heard what 
might happen. I already 
knew what ‘fracking’ 
was, and I wouldn’t want 
it in this country. In New 
York there is a ban on 
fracking. 

“My business is a 
stone’s throw away from 
the location and I am 
worried about the possi¬ 
ble consequences with 
chemicals being used 
nearby.” 

Mr John explained 
that ‘fracking’(or frac¬ 
ing) involved explosions 
and that his fear was that 
toxic chemicals would 
get into underground 
water and contaminate 
springs and wells as far 
away as Cowbridge, and 
elsewhere in the Vale. 

“If anyone wants to 


know more about frack¬ 
ing, all they have to do is 
put a search into Google 
or You Tube - it is a 
major concern.” 

Alun Cairns MP met 
the managing director of 
Coastal Oil and Gas, 
Gerwyn Williams last 
week and the company 
emphasised that its appli¬ 
cation was merely for an 
exploratory bore hole 
only - to look for the 
presence of shale gas. 

Mr Cairns said that he 
had informed Coastal Oil 
and Gas of the concerns 
and alarm already 
expressed within the 
communities of Llandow, 
Llysworney and sur¬ 
rounding areas. 

Mr Cairns said: “I 
was pleased to be able to 
meet with Mr Williams 
to find out more about 
their plans and processes 
for the site. 

“I re-iterated to 
Coastal Oil and Gas the 
very real concerns and 
alarm regarding their 
planning application 
within the western Vale 
community. 

“The controversy in 
the US is so great that 
New York State has 
imposed a moratorium 
on all fracturing. 

“There is a committee 
of MPs in Westminster 
investigating the matter, 
and I have tabled 
Parliamentary Questions 
to the Minister to clarify 
the latest policy guid¬ 
ance.” 

Recently, Mr Cairns 
raised concerns about the 
release of chemicals into 
the local environment 
during the drilling 
process, and fears of a 
toxic and carcinogenic 
impact on the area.

Robert Wathen, Hafod’s 
managing director, some 
months ago, such as “We 
welcome the opportunity 
to breathe new life into 
such a historical building 
and are keen to retain as 
much of its heritage as 
possible” and “We are 
not taking anything 
away”, seem to be fanta¬ 
sy, akin to some of the 
Hollywood blockbuster 
story lines that once 
filled the Theatre Royal 
screens and entertained 
the town’s community. 

Suffice to say, you 
ARE taking something 
away from Barry. Lost 
forever will be a land¬ 
mark building and every¬ 
thing it stood for in pro¬ 
viding an amenity for all 
ages.

OBJECTIONS 
AT LLANDOW

For the majority of exploratory 
bore hole schemes, there is no need to 
seek planning permission from local 
authorities, but because this explo¬ 
ration relates to hydrocarbon materi¬ 
als, planning permission is required. 

In recent weeks, a campaign group 
‘The Vale Says No’ has publicised the 
application for permission to drill. 

Louise Evans, the group founder, 
and owner of Llandow Caravan Park, 
told The GEM: “Everyone I have spo¬ 
ken to is categorically opposing the 
application and we are doing our best 
to raise awareness so that everyone 
has the chance to get their voice 
heard.” 

The residents of Llandow held an 
emergency meeting in the village hall 
on Monday, March 28 to discuss the 
planning application. 

The Mayor of Llantwit Major, 
Coun Ralf Austin, said the strong 
turnout illustrated the fears local peo¬ 
ple had. 

“There are real concerns regarding 
the use of chemicals in the drilling 
operation and worries about contami¬ 
nation of underground water.” 

Mike Gabb of the Vale Green Party 
said: “Around 80 concerned residents 
attended the meeting along with local 
councillors and local political parties 
showing their support for opposing 


the plans. 

“The high turnout highlighted how 
concerned the local community were 
about the effects of future fracking on 
business, contamination of ground 
water, health risks and other long term 
damaging consequences.” 

Leaflets have been distributed in 
the Vale encouraging people to oppose 
the drilling. The final day to get objec¬ 
tions in to the Vale Council was today, 
Thursday, March 31. 

A spokesman for Coastal Oil and 
Gas Limited explained: “At this stage 
Coastal Oil and Gas Limited is apply¬ 
ing for planning permission at 
Llandow Industrial Estate to drill a 
cored bore hole to carry out laborato¬ 
ry tests on shales that may be present 
in that area. 

“The bore hole may also contact the 
Devonian measures where conven¬ 
tional gas may be present; convention¬ 
al gas requires no fracing, it produces 
under natural pressure. There is no 
fracing required and no interaction 
with ground water with the current 
proposal, in terms of shales this pro¬ 
posal is the same as any other mineral 
exploration hole.” 

The spokesman added: “Given 
recent international events particular 
consideration should be given to the 
security of national energy supply.”

The issue was raised 
by Coun Jon Harris, the 
chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s finance and general 
purpose’s committee, 
after he announced that 
burial fees would not be 
increased this year. 

He said: “When we 
looked at the terms and 
conditions that apply to 
burials, it was pointed 
out that there is a clause 
banning artificial flow¬ 
ers.” 

He said that it was a 
sensitive issue, and per¬ 
haps the council should 
spend some time devel¬ 
oping a policy that 
would address the prob¬ 
lem, but avoid upsetting 
grieving relatives. 

He said that plastic 
flowers look very tatty 
after a time, but he was 
also aware that some 
people travel some dis¬ 
tance to a grave, and 
cannot change floral 
tributes that often. 

Coun Sue Cox noted 
that the town clerk had 
been asked to find out 
what other councils did, 
and Coun Harris agreed 
that there was no urgent 
need to make a decision. 

Coun Burges pointed 
out that the description 
‘artificial’ could be a 
problem, because many 
people were using silk 
flowers, which were 
much more suitable. 

It was agreed to

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Head-on collision 
after man drove 
car while ‘unfit 
through drugs’ 


REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


A MOTORIST had 
to be cut from his 
car after a driver 
under the influence 
of drugs had been 
involved in a head- 
on collision Cardiff 
Crown Court 
heard. 

Charles Gaughan 
(20), a bakery worker 
from Barry, was sen¬ 
tenced to 40 weeks’ 
imprisonment, suspend¬ 
ed for 18 months, 
ordered to carry out 240 
hours unpaid work for 
the community, and was 
disqualified for two 
years. 

He had pleaded guilty 
before Vale Magistrates 
to driving while unfit 
through drugs, possess¬ 
ing drugs with intent to 
supply, and aggravated 
vehicle taking and had 
been committed to the 
Crown Court for sen¬ 


tence. 

Prosecutor Tony 
Trigg said that on 
November 20, Gaughan 
took his sister’s Renault 
Clio car without her con¬ 
sent. As he drove 
through Barry, he 
attracted the attention of 
a police officer. He 
stopped at Barry 
Railway station, but as 
the officer approached, 
he drove off at high 
speed. 

Mr Andrew 

Riseborough was driv¬ 
ing a Ford Focus. He 
saw the Renault hit a 
kerb, and then collided 
with him. 

“Mr Riseborough was 
trapped and had to be cut 
out of the vehicle by the 
Fire Service. He suf¬ 
fered back and knee 
injuries and bit through 
his tongue and lip. His 


car was a write-off.” 

Gaughan was found 
to be in possession of 
skunk cannabis worth 
£1,130 on the street. 

He admitted he didn’t 
have a licence and said 
he was delivering the 
drugs on behalf of a 
friend. 

He said he had been 
selling small amounts to 
friends and text mes¬ 
sages on his mobile 
phone confirmed this. 

Mr Trigg described 
him as a “small-time 
dealer”. 

He admitted to the 
police that earlier in the 
day he had been smok¬ 
ing cannabis which had 
“compromised his abili¬ 
ty to drive.” 

Keiran Molloy, 
defending, said: “He 
didn’t prevaricate about 
the incident, and he was 


remorseful at the road¬ 
side. He said, ‘Oh, what 
have I done, Fve ruined 
my life’. 

“Obviously, it has 
caused great upset in the 
family who have made 
him see the error of his 
ways. He acted rashly 
without any thought for 
the ramifications. 

“He has not passed 
his test, and should not 
have taken that car. His 
grandfather is so 
ashamed of him, he 
won’t speak to him.” 

Recorder Christopher 
Clee said: “It was a mir¬ 
acle the other driver did¬ 
n’t suffer more serious 
injuries. He had come 
within a whisper of 
going to prison.” 

Gaughan was also 
ordered to take an 
extended driving test.

Woman’s ‘immense 

‘We are on ton of the 

pain’ after her 
partner bites off 
a third of her ear 

Llantwit Major

had a third of her 
ear bitten off when 
her partner 

attacked her. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that Samantha 
Thomas had 40 stitches 
put in the ear, and could 
suffer permanent disfig¬ 
urement. 

Justin Lloyd (37) 
unemployed, of Penarth, 
was jailed for three years 
four months after plead¬ 
ing guilty to causing 
grievous bodily harm 
with intent. 

Recorder Richard 
Twomlow said: “Miss 
Thomas is very con¬ 
scious of the disfigure¬ 
ment. She is very nerv¬ 
ous and has had to have 
counselling. 

“This was a serious 
offence for which there 
must be a substantial 
sentence. You inflicted

permanent disfigure¬ 
ment in a terrifying 
attack.” 

Prosecutor Gareth 
James said the two had 
been involved in a rela¬ 
tionship for four years. 

He said that Lloyd’s 
personality could change 
when in drink. 

On Saturday, 

November 13, he and 
friends watched a rugby 
match at his home and 
all drank. 

Later he and Ms 
Thomas went to bed and 
everything appeared to 
be fine. 

“In the early hours of 
the morning, he went 
into the spare room, and 
she could hear him 
shouting threats and 
punching the wall.” 

“He was shouting: 
“I’m going to kill you. 


I’m going to destroy 
you.’” 

The situation, said Mr 
James, spiralled out of 
control. 

Lloyd grabbed her by 
the arms, took her to the 
spare room, pushed her 
onto the bed, pinned her 
down, spat at her and 
suddenly bit her left ear. 

“She suffered 

immense pain, and there 
was a lot of blood. He 
also bit her face,” said 
Mr James. 

The woman’s mother 
arrived at the house and 
found the defendant cry¬ 
ing hysterically. She 
found a piece of the ear 
on the floor. 

Ms Thomas was taken 
to the University 
Hospital of Wales where 
a third of the ear was 
found to be missing and 


bite mark on the cheek. 

“Reconstructive sur¬ 
gery is being discussed, 
but there could be per¬ 
manent disfigurement,” 
said Mr James. 

Lloyd’s counsel, 
Jeremy Jenkins, said he 
admitted this was a very 
serious offence. 

“The circumstances 
were bizarre. There was 
no build-up to the inci¬ 
dent, and he is profound¬ 
ly ashamed. 

“To all intents and 
purposes, they were a 
happy couple. He once 
suffered a head injury 
which caused depres¬ 
sion.” 

He said that he was 
not a misogynist in any 
way, and the incident 
was inexplicable. 

“Sadly, he has lost 
what was most close to 
him,” he said.

“In my view, Barry 
with its proximity and 
li nk s to Cardiff, and with 
its available brownfield 
regeneration sites at the 
Waterfront, offers an 
opportunity for econom¬ 
ic growth and return on 
investment if included 
within a new enterprise 
zone.” 

Twenty-one enterprise 
zones were announced 
by the Chancellor last 
week - with more to 
come. 

The Conservative 
Assembly candidate for 
the Vale, Angela Jones- 
Evans, said an enterprise

Their new uniforms bring 
nurses out in an itchy rash 


NEW uniforms for 
nurses throughout 
Wales have caused 
some of them to 
come out in itchy 
rashes. 

The new scrubs-type 
uniforms were launched 
within the Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg Trust on St 
David’s Day, but staff at 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital have contacted 
The GEM to say that 
many of them have come 
out in a rash. 

Staff have been told to 
wash the uniforms three 
times at 60 degrees 
before wearing them, and 
if there’s a problem to 
wash them again three 
times. If they still get a 
reaction, new uniforms 
will have to be ordered in 
a different material. 

The new all-Wales 
uniform was introduced 
to end the confusion 
between hospitals having 
different types of uni¬ 
forms. All staff of each 
grade in Wales will now 
wear the same uniform 
so that patients can 
immediately know who 
are staff nurses, sisters 
and other grades. 

Although representa- 
tives o^^he^o^^ 


College of Nurses were 
involved in the design of 
the uniform, some staff 
have complained that 
there is no front fasten¬ 
ing, which means that 
soiled uniforms have to 
be taken off over the 
head instead of being 
unbuttoned or unzipped. 

A spokesman for 
ABM Board said that 
they were aware that 
there had been some 
problems, but ‘occupa¬ 


tional health’ has given 
clear instructions to nurs¬ 
es about how to deal with 
the reactions and the situ¬ 
ation is being monitored. 

A spokesman for the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government said that the 
roll out of new uniforms 
across Wales has been 
completed. 

He went on: “The 
number of staff who have 
experienced a reaction to 
the new uniforms was 


very small in comparison 
to the number of uni¬ 
forms issued. 

“However, more test¬ 
ing was undertaken on 
the uniforms to resolve 
the problems. Staff have 
been provided with clear 
guidance when they 
received their uniforms 
which include washing 
instructions to reduce the 
risk of a reaction.”

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ARMY VETERAN 

CARRIED OUT 
A £7,700 FRAUD 


AN ARMY veteran who 
served in Iraq and Bosnia 
defrauded the service of 
more than £7,700, Cardiff 
Crown Court has heard. 

Lewis McGhan (24) who had 
been in the Welsh Guards, had put 
through fictitious claims for trav¬ 
elling expenses to receive med¬ 
ical treatment. 

McGhan admitted six charges 
of fraud. He was jailed for 36 
weeks, suspended for 18 months, 
and made subject to a supervision 
order for a year. 

Recorder Christopher Clee 
said: “You in effect stole £7,000 
from the army.” 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said the 
case was originally heard before 

7 


Aldershot magistrates and com¬ 
mitted to Cardiff for sentence. 

McGhan, he said, had been a 
serving Welsh Guard from 2004- 
2009, and was discharged with 
mental health problems. 

The offences came to light as a 
result of his travelling expenses 
being queried. 

He claimed he had travelled to 
the Coity Clinic, Bridgend. This 
was found to be incorrect. 

An audit was carried out and it 
was discovered he had made false 
claims of travelling to London, 
Bristol, Yorkshire, and a hospital 
in Scotland. 

“He simply made up the jour¬ 
neys.” 

McGhan, of Barry, later said he 
owed debts to cocaine dealers and 


he wanted to keep them at bay. 

He was said to have convic¬ 
tions for making off without pay¬ 
ing at petrol stations and restau¬ 
rants. 

His counsel, Sarah Waters, 
said: “Effectively, this was a 
breach of trust. He has a back¬ 
ground of mental health difficul¬ 
ties involving delusional 
thoughts.” 

When in the army, he had been 
regarded as a good soldier, but 
“things went horribly wrong”. 

She said the catalogue of 
offences had been caused by 
cocaine. He had the offer of a job 
in internet technology.

A TOTAL of 
£600,000 of 

Lottery cash will 
restore the interior 
of Dyffryn House - 
and reopen the 
building to the 
public for the first 
time in 15 years. 

The money awarded 
to the Vale Council will 
fund the restoration of 
the main rooms of the 
Grade II listed house 
designed in the late- 
Victorian period in 
French Renaissance and 
English Baroque styles. 

The cash has been 
made available through 
a Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) grant. 

The work will return 
the interiors to their for¬ 
mer glory and open 
them up for visitors to 
enjoy for the first time 
since the house closed to 
the public in 1996. 

The grant will also be 
used to fund the employ¬ 
ment of an interpretation 
and learning officer and 
provide a programme of 
training opportunities 
for local volunteers. 

The aim is to make 
the three-storey man¬ 
sion, built by coal 
tycoon John Cory in 
1893 and considered to 
be one of the most 
important houses of its 
period, a focal point 
within the gardens once 
again and create a major 
tourism and community 
attraction. 

The chair of HLF in 
Wales, Dan Clayton 
Jones, said: “Heritage- 
based tourism has never 
been so important to 
Wales’ economy and as 
such, we’ve made this 
award as part of our con¬ 
tinued investment in its 
development for the 
benefit of the people in 
Wales. 

“This award is the 
final piece in the jigsaw 
of the restoration project 
at Dyffryn. 

“The house is one of 
the most important to 
have survived from the 
period and reflects the 
enormous wealth 
amassed by John Cory, 
more than 100 years 
ago. 

“We are delighted 
that the HLF grant will 
reopen the house and 


reunite it once more 
with the gardens, as it 
was originally designed, 
creating one fantastic 
space for visitors to 
enjoy. 

“What’s more, this 
project is creating 
opportunities for local 
people to get involved in 
heritage, learn new 
skills and play their part 
in taking history into the 
future.” 

In 1997 and 2005, 
HLF awarded the 55- 
acre Dyffryn Gardens a 
total of more than 
£6.15m to restore the 
gardens’ features and 
landscapes. 

The gardens currently 
attract 52,000 visitors a 
year and are regularly 
used for events. The 
council hopes the 
reopening of the house 
will double visitor num¬ 
bers within 10 years. 

The Minister for 
Heritage, Alun Ffred 
Jones, said: “I’m 

delighted that my offi¬ 
cials in Cadw were able 
to offer a grant in 2009 
towards the restoration 
of the principal rooms, 
and I am glad that they 
and the HLF are able to 
work together in this 
way.” 

There is currently a 
regular 25-strong group 


of committed garden 
volunteers, and more 
than 300 members of the 
Friends of Dyffryn 
Gardens Society. 

The council wants to 
build on this to help vis¬ 
itors make the most of 
their experience. 

Local people of all 
ages are being encour¬ 
aged to get involved in a 
variety of roles such as

unteers or as observers 
of the project. 

“Our first volunteer 
open day is May 5 and, 
from the interest 
expressed so far by both 
friends and the commu¬ 
nity, we are confident 
that we will attract the 
new house volunteers 
which are essential to 
the project’s success.”

'Let Barry be Wales’ 
first enterprise zone’ 


I N last week’s budget 
the UK government 
announced the cre¬ 
ation of 21 new 
Enterprise Zones for 
England. 

In Wales, we’re calling on 
the WAG to deliver the same 
exciting and innovative pro¬ 
gramme here in Wales and I 
have asked for Barry to 
become the first such loca¬ 
tion. 

The zones will he centres 
for new businesses and jobs 
in parts of Britain that 
missed out in the last ten 
years, where taxes will be 
even lower and more restric¬ 
tions on economic growth 
removed. 

They will be in places with 
high growth potential - but 
which need that extra push 
from government and local 
communities working togeth¬ 
er. 

Millions of pounds have 
been spent in west Wales and 
the valleys in recent years 
from Objective-1 funding. 

This funding has sought 
to promote the economy in 
these regions due to the 
decline of coal and steel pro¬ 
duction. 

Barry, as a port town that 
used to export coal and steel, 
has experienced the same 
Recline, but so far has not

received the same monetary 
support as the valleys have. 

The decision to introduce 
enterprise zones by the gov¬ 
ernment is exciting, though 
here in Wales the decision is 
not automatic and will be up 
to Welsh Assembly 
Government.

sides, which 
prevents motorists 
from parking near 
businesses along the 
street. 


Lorries also have to block the road when 
they are unloading, causing traffic hold ups. 

In the report to cabinet, officers stated 
that it was planned to create the parking and 
unloading bays and bring in limited waiting 
for motorists to boost trade at this end of 
town. 

It says: “Not only should this help prevent 
the sort of obstructive loading and unload¬ 
ing which currently occurs along this road 
but it should provide the ability to introduce 
on-street limited waiting which should give 
a significant boost to trade in this area 
encouraging new and existing businesses to 
develop and attract new investment.”

ness at that site for 30 years and had full confi¬ 
dence in Bridgend. 

“We recently invested a lot of money in 
upgrading the shop,” she said. “Bridgend has a 
lot to offer. We have some fantastic shops but 
there is still potential for improvement and we 
would welcome any new businesses that open. 

“People need plenty of choice in any town and 
the more shops we can offer, the better for all of 
us. This scheme should help to transform the 
upper end of Nolton Street and breathe new life 
into it.” 

Vicky Perks, who runs the Seren health shop 
in Nolton Street, is a former president of the 
chamber of trade and is now with the Bridgend 
Business Forum which has been consulted about 
the proposals. 

“These changes will improve the flow of traf¬ 
fic into town and make access easier,” she said. 
“Anything which makes it easier for people to 
get in here and then park is good for trade.” 

She said that traders had campaigned for the 
£1 parking fee on Wednesdays which was now 
up and running and they were hoping that this 
could be extended. 

“A lot of what’s happening now is what we 
have been fighting for over many years and it’s 
good that the council have listened and taken on 
board some of our views. 

“We have some cracking shops in town and 
promoting the upper end of Nolton Street will 
only add to the mix for shoppers.” 

Asda, which is located behind upper Nolton 
Street, has already brought people into that end 
of Bridgend especially as they can use the car 
park free for up to three hours. 

Traders say that many people shopping at the 
store also take the chance to come into town and 
having a supermarket in the town centre rather 
than on an out of town site like most of the oth¬ 
ers has produced valuable spin-off for them. 

Upper Nolton Street has a mix of businesses at 
the moment including an art gallery which sells 
works by local artists and an antique shop. There 
are also a number of shops providing services 
like hairdressing and fast food. 

But in the past, the street had a number of 
prestigious businesses including the Roses gown 
shop which drew people from a wide area. 

Traders hope that these proposals will help 
recreate that shopping environment and attract 
new businesses to that part of town. 

The revamp, which is part of a £9m scheme, 
will include new pavements and street furniture 
to enhance the appearance of the whole area. 

Linked to this part of Bridgend is the small 
cluster of shops in Ewenny Road, near the Five 
Bells. Traders there are hoping that if more shop¬ 
pers are drawn to Upper Nolton Street, they will 
make the short hop across Cowbridge Road to 
reach their premises. 

Several businesses have opened up in the for¬ 
mer Terry Refell plumb¬ 
ing showroom and other 
businesses in that part 
of town include double 
glazing, an interior 
design shop and a jew¬ 
ellery business, again 
with potential for other 
businesses to open up. 

It would be true to 
say that until now, the 
regeneration has been 
concentrated in the core 
part of Bridgend town 
centre but this addition¬ 
al money means that the 
peripheral areas around 
that core can also bene¬ 
fit and prosper. 

The nearest village to 
that part of Bridgend - 
travelling south along 
Ewenny Road - is 
Ewenny itself, which 
has its own businesses 
including two potteries, 
pine furniture shop, 
nursery and a dress shop 
and hair salon, which 
draws its customers 
from a wide area.

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Johnson’s Faster 
takes you on a slow 
road to mediocrity! 


S INCE swap¬ 
ping the span- 
dex for the big 
screen, Dwayne 
Johnson has made 
a decent fist of 
being a movie star. 

Having taken his 
wrestling persona into 
the world of action with 
the likes of Welcome To 
The Jungle and Walking 
Tall (an underrated 
movie), Johnson then 
tried his luck, with vary¬ 
ing success, in the cut 
throat world of the fami¬ 
ly film. 

Now, having exhaust¬ 
ed that world, Johnson 
returns to action with the 
fifth instalment of the 
Fast and Furious fran¬ 
chise next month, and 
this week in (no relation) 
Faster. 

Johnson plays Driver, 
a recently-released felon 
out to avenge his broth¬ 
er’s death after they 
were double crossed dur¬ 
ing a heist; however. 
Driver is being chased 
by a veteran cop (Billy 
Bob Thornton) and an 
eccentric hitman (Oliver 
Jackson-Cohen) who 
both want to get hold of 
him before he can 
unleash hell... 

A pared-down narra¬ 
tive, simplistic charac¬ 
ters with names like

Driver, Cop and Killer, 
and an over-reaching 
sense of familiarity that 
has much to do with 
those trashy B-movies 
from the 1970s, it’s very 
clear to see what Faster 
is trying to achieve. 

If handled with a 
degree of class and 
sophistication, then it 
can supersede its origins, 
to be something far more 
engaging and substan¬ 
tial; sadly, this isn’t the 
case here. 

Instead, you’re left 
with the most pared- 
down of films that rarely 
offers you anything and 
as such makes for some¬ 
thing of an inauspicious 
return to adult fare for 
Dwayne Johnson. 

While he has proved 
since his transition from 
wrestling ring to film set 
that he has the charisma 
and physical presence to 
make for an engaging 
and tough actor, he gets 
very little opportunity to 
flex his acting muscles 
here. 

This is a performance 
that hinges purely on 
Johnson fighting and 
killing his way through 
the people responsible 
for the death of his 
brother, and while it 
aims for a Death Wish 
vibe, Johnson is certain¬ 
ly no Charles Bronson. 

While he handles the 
physical side of things 
with hard-hitting style, 
the largely dialogue-free 
performance is hardly

the shining turn he has 
previously offered up. 

Old hand Billy Bob 
Thornton should be far 
too good for films of this 
ilk, but while he’s here 
he doesn’t slum it, 
instead delivering a solid 
turn as Cop, one that is 
given a degree of depth 
thanks to the script. 

Thornton is always 
watchable, and his sad- 
sack detective, again 
while hardly original or 
career-best, isn’t a woe¬ 
ful performance by any 
means. 

The most intriguing 
character and perform¬ 
ance is Oliver Jackson- 
Cohen, as a multi-mil¬ 
lionaire hitman doing 
jobs purely for the 
adrenaline rush. 

Afforded an interesting 
back story, and matched 
with a solid performance 
from the British actor. 


Killer shines as the 
brightest character here. 

Director George 
Tillman Jr certainly 
knows his way around a 
genre picture, given the 
stylistic tics that he 
offers here, the muscle 
cars, open roads and 
action sequences all 
holding a debt to their 
forbearers; but beyond 
that the direction is 
weak, lacking the pace 
the title suggests and 
feeling tired. 

While his outing in 
the next Fast and 
Furious outing may well 
put Johnson back in the 
action saddle. Faster 
certainly won’t. Johnson 
is better than material 
like this and can certain¬ 
ly offer more than is on 
show - consider this to 
be merely a warm-up for 
the big man’s next 
assault on the action 
genre. 

VERDICT-A mun¬ 
dane action film that 
demands little but gives 
less back. Faster is per¬ 
functory brainless enter¬ 
tainment that has a few 
moments, but by and 
large trundles along at a 
mediocre pace. 

Only Oliver Jackson- 
Cohen’s quirky turn res¬ 
onates and the end result 
is far from essential 
viewing. Poor.

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THE BARRY SAILOR 
WHO WON A RARE 
GALLANTRY AWARD 


Local military historian 
and headteacher of St 
Gyres Comprehensive 
School, Dr Jonathan 
Hicks, tells the story of 
one Barry man’s 
courage during the 
First World War. 

T he recent 
award of an 
Australian 
Victoria Cross to an 
Australian soldier 
serving in 
Afghanistan 
prompted me to 
look back at my 
records of local 
men who won gal¬ 
lantry awards dur¬ 
ing the two world 
wars of the last cen¬ 
tury. 

The Conspicuous 
Gallantry Medal (CGM) 
was instituted in 1855. It 
was made of silver with 
a white ribbon with dark 
blue edges (RN) or sky 
blue (RAF). The 
obverse was an effigy of 
the reigning monarch 
and the reverse had the 
words ‘FOR CONSPIC¬ 
UOUS GALLANTRY’ 
in three lines within a 
crowned laurel wreath. 

Conceived as the 
naval counterpart to the 
DCM, it was instituted 
for award to petty offi¬ 
cers and seamen of the 
Royal Navy. It ranks as 
one the rarest decora¬ 
tions - only 110 being 
issued during the reign 
of George V. 

In October 1918, a 
large gathering of peo¬ 
ple assembled at the 
Theatre Royal in Barry 
to witness the presenta¬ 
tion of the Conspicuous 
Gallantry Medal to 
Leading Seaman David 
George Rees, Royal 
Navy, the son of Mr and 
Mrs D Rees of 
‘Socotra’, Tynewydd 
Road, Barry.

in the course of his 
remarks, stated that the 
medal had been awarded 
to Rees on account of 
his brave and gallant 
conduct in the recent 
raids on Ostend. 

While acting as 
coxswain, Rees steered 
motor launch 254 along¬ 
side the Vindictive, 
which was being sunk to 
block the harbour, and 
succeeded in carrying 
off the crew. 

He held the launch 
alongside in a most 
intrepid manner and the 
survivors of the 
Vindictive attributed 
their rescue entirely to 
his skill and pluck. As 
the small craft was 
being steered back amid 
a hail of bullets, officers 
and men were killed 
alongside him, and 
though wounded in the 
right arm himself, he 
held to the wheel 
throughout. 

He took a conspicu¬ 
ous part in both raids on 
Ostend and had also 
taken part in the previ¬ 
ous raid at Zeebrugge. 

A survivor from the 
Vindictive, when inter¬ 
viewed, said: “If it had 
not been for him, none 
of us would have been 
here. Rees, though 
machine-gun bullets 
were dropping like hail¬ 
stones all around him 
and was badly wounded, 
stuck to the wheel and 
kept the launch along¬ 
side until he got the 
order to sheer off when 
the last man had been 
taken from the cruiser. 

“Then he steered her 
out through a stream of 
machine-gun fire, never 
taking his eyes off his 
job or leaving his post 
for an instant. As he was 
hit in the arm and shoul¬ 
der, it must have been 
agony for him to have 
held on to the wheel all 
this time and swung a 
heavy launch about, but 
he did it.” 

Colonel Hughes went 
on to say that before 
joining the Navy, 
Leading Seaman Rees 
was apprenticed as a 
pilot to Mr E J Ford of 
Barry Docks, under the 
Pilotage Board, and both 
Mr Ford and the 
Pilotage Board wish to 
make him a presenta¬ 
tion. 




Conspicuous 
Gallantry Medal. 

Mr Ford presented 
him with a silver ciga¬ 
rette case and the 
Pilotage Board with a 
framed letter of congrat¬ 
ulation and appreciation. 

Further presentations 
were a silver mounted 
walking stick on behalf 
of the Barry Sea Scouts, 
of which he was former¬ 
ly a member, and a 
wristwatch by the staff 
and scholars of his for¬ 
mer school, Gladstone 
Road. 

Mr Lloyd-Jones, the 
headmaster, in making 
the presentation on 
behalf of the school, 
congratulated Rees on 
his distinction and spoke 
very highly of him as a 
boy. 

He was once awarded 
a special prize for seven 
years’ unbroken atten¬ 
dance. Rees modestly 
and appropriately 
responded and was 
loudly and continuously 
cheered. 

The attack on 
Zeebrugge had taken 
place on April 23, 1918. 
The Vindictive came 
under heavy fire as she 
approached the Mole. It 
had been intended to 
stop the Vindictive 
directly in front of the 
German guns. Instead, 
she came to a halt three 
ships’ lengths away 
from their targets. 

It then proved to be 
unexpectedly difficult to 
get the ship close 
enough to the Mole to 
allow the troops across, 
and so she had to be 
rammed on the star¬ 
board side by the ferry¬ 
boat Daffodil. 

When the marines 
and seamen did get onto 
the Mole, they discov¬ 
ered that there were 
German machine gun 
positions and barbed 
wire between them and 
the guns. 

They also came under 
fire from a German 
destroyer docked on the 
other side of the Mole. 
The foretop guns were 
soon put out of action, 
and the superstructure of 
the Vindictive almost 
totally destroyed. 

The landing parties 
suffered very heavy 
casualties. However, 
they did succeed in dis¬ 


tracting the Germans at 
a crucial moment, and 
two of the three block- 
ships were able to reach 
their target. 

They were sunk in 
the entrance to the inner 
harbour, but didn’t block 
it. The Germans were 
able to dredge a new 
channel around the 
blockships, and the port 
was very quickly back 
in use. 

The attack on Ostend, 
unfortunately, failed to 
achieve the same level 
of success. It was then 
decided to launch a sec¬ 
ond attack, this time 
using the badly dam¬ 
aged Vindictive as one 
of two blockships. 

The attack was made 
on May 10. Once again 
the Vindictive came 
under heavy fire. On the 
way in, her captain. 
Commander Godsal, 
and her navigator were 
both killed. 

She then ran aground 
at the channel entrance, 
and could not be moved. 
She was sunk in place, 
blocking one third of the 
channel. 

Once again, the mis¬ 
sion failed to prevent 
German submarines 
from using the harbour, 
but the two attacks did 
raise morale in Britain 
at a crucial moment in 
the war. 

Jonathan Hicks’s new 
crime novel ‘The Dead 
of Mametz is to be pub¬ 
lished by the Welsh 
Books Council in May.

The VYF is a new 
network for young peo¬ 
ple between the ages of 
11 and 25 who live in 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 
Adolescents are encour¬ 
aged to join the organi¬ 
sation and have a say in 
how their communities 
are shaped for the 
future. The VYF meet 
up at least once a month 
to highlight the views 
of young people and 
organise how to present 
them to the Vale 
Council and Welsh 
Assembly Government 
to encourage change. 

Elected individuals 
from youth groups and 
schools across the Vale

attended the opening. 

Their intention was 
to introduce themselves 
and express their opin¬ 
ion on a particular com¬ 
munity issue before an 
audience of councillors, 
trustees, politicians, 
friends and family. 

Tracey Downes, tem¬ 
porary VYF co-ordina- 
tor, informed The GEM 
that the facilitators of 
the VYE had been 
preparing their ideas 
since their first meeting 
on December 16. She 
has played an important 
role in recruiting mem¬ 
bers of the VYE by 
approaching the heads 
of schools and youth 
centres. 

Sharon Topazio, a 
trustee of the VYE, said

it was “great to see the 
representatives up on 
stage after they had 
been so busy rehears¬ 
ing.” 

Dionn Meredith said 
that being part of a 
youth group and the 
VYE gave them all the 
“confidence to speak 
up.” 

Vale councillor, 
Gordon Kemp, 
described the youth 
forum as “fantastic.” 

Mr Kemp said the 
VYE’s “interest and 
involvement in the com¬ 
munity” made its partic¬ 
ipants reflect the values 
of PM David Cameron’s 
‘big society’ concept. 

Jess, a member of the 
VYE’s editorial group 
and youth group ‘Eunky 
Dragon’ said: “It is our 
right to have our voices 
and opinions heard.” 

This sentiment was 
echoed later on by 
Keith Towler, the 
Children’s 
Commissioner for 
Wales. 

Mr. Towler referred 
to the United Nations 
Convention on the 
Rights of the Child 
(UNCRC) in his speech 
and fully supported the 
work of the VYE in 
enabling children’s 
voices to be heard. 

He said: “There is 
nothing more powerful 
than when young people 
speak for themselves.” 
He encouraged council¬ 
lors to “work with 
young people” and told 
the VYE members that 
they “represent the 
future and here and 
now.” 

The young people 
had focused their dis¬ 
cussions prior to the 
opening on sub-cate¬ 
gories, the first being 
‘things that annoy us.’ 

Candy said the “cost 
of public transport was 
too expensive for youth 
in the Vale”. 

Ellis’s concern was 
that, “vandalism ruins 
the places where we 
live”. Emme wanted to 
“improve the impres¬ 
sion of youth in the 
Vale”. 

Another concern of 
VYE members was 
‘lack of facilities.’ Sian 
wanted to “improve 
sports facilities because 
there isn’t enough for 
young people to do”. 

Thomas wanted local 


councils to improve the 
condition of his local 
park. “Eencing in the 
park would stop us los¬ 
ing the ball,” he said. 

Scott wished he 
could “stop people 
hanging around the 
streets. 

The third sub-com¬ 
mittee was to prevent 
bullying. Chloe asked 
for there to be “more 
peer support groups in 
schools so pupils have 
someone to talk to and 
not feel alone”. 

The VYE members 
are currently working 
on a film called the 
‘Rights Busters.’ It aims 
to raise awareness of 
the prejudice suffered 
by those with learning 
difficulties and disabili¬ 
ties. 

Michael Owen 
explained that the film 
will feature superheroes 
that rescue individuals 
with learning difficul¬ 
ties from different 
social scenarios. 

Additional publicity 
for the work of the VYE 
is managed online via 
the website 

www.swoosh.me.uk by a 
dedicated media team 
that records every meet¬ 
ing and event and aims 
to encourage more 
young people to take 
part. 

Jane Hutt AM praised 
the VYE as a “launch 
pad for great things in 
the Vale” in the final 
speech of the night. She 
said she wanted the 
“youth forum to hold us 
to account as politi¬ 
cians”. 

The next step for the 
VYE is to recruit a full¬ 
time youth co-ordinator. 
It was a plea raised by 
VYE member, Connor, 
and several others 
throughout the evening. 

The VYE has recent¬ 
ly put in a request to the 
Vale Action Scheme 
through the Vale 
Council for three years 
funding to pay the 
wages of a full time 
youth co-ordinator. 

The project wants to 
ensure the VYE mem¬ 
bers receive as much 
support as possible for 
their work and can con¬ 
tinue to make progress. 
No decision has been 
made regarding the 
request as yet.

THE celebrated Barry-born 
tenor and conductor Robert Tear, 
who died on Tuesday, has been 
described as ‘‘an outstanding 
musician and formidably intelli- 
gent”. 

Mr Tear, a product of Barry Boys 
Grammar School, was world famous in 
operatic circles and awarded a CBE in 
1984. 

Russell Morton, the head of music at 
the Welsh National Opera, was keen to 
emphasise not only Mr Tear’s talents, 
but his generosity to fellow colleagues: 


“Bob Tear’s outstanding musicianship 
and formidable intelligence, together 
with his mischievous sense of humour, 
made him a total joy to work with. 

“He was unfailingly generous to 
younger colleagues and musicians. 

“Those of us who had the pleasure 
of working with Bob will miss him 
hugely.” 

Mr Tear was a choral scholar at 
King’s College Cambridge, and later 
became an honorary fellow of the col¬ 
lege. His operatic debut was in 1966 
and he went on to appear at some of the 
world’s most famous operatic venues 


such as Covent Garden and 
Glynebourne. 

His performances with the Welsh 
National opera included Salome in 
1988, Billy Budd in 1998 and Eugene 
Onegin in 2004 

His conducting career began in 1985 
in Minneapolis. He also contributed to 
250 recordings worldwide. 

Mr Tear was an honorary fellow of 
the Royal Welsh College of Music & 
Drama. 

He died, aged 72, on Tuesday, 
March 29 due to cancer of the oesoph¬ 
agus.

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SPEED’S NEW ERA GETS A REALITY 
CHECK FROM ENGLISH NEIGHBOURS 


FOR Wales, 2011 is the 
start of a new era. With 
a thus-far pointless 
European Championship 
campaign having seen off 
John Toshack, and defeats 
against Bulgaria and 
Switzerland spoiling Brian 
Flynn's claims to succeed 
him, the Welsh FA has 
turned to Gary Speed. 

A four-month spell in the par¬ 
ticularly hot-seat of Sheffield 
United has been the limit of 
Speed's experience, a reign that 
hardly set the world alight, and 
the novice manager could have 
hoped for a gentler introduction 
into competitive international 
football than England at home. 

It was a task made all the 
more difficult with Gareth Bale’s 


withdrawal on Thursday with a 
hamstring injury, but as new cap¬ 
tain Aaron Ramsey led his team 
out to do battle with ‘the neigh¬ 
bours’, there was an air perhaps 
more of hope than expectation 
engulfing a sold-out Millennium 
Stadium. 

That hope lasted all of five 
minutes, as Wales, who began 
far more nervously than their 
counterparts, conceded a penalty. 

Ashley Young evaded his club 
teammate James Collins, only 
for the Welshman to make an 
ungainly challenge on him in the 
box; the referee had little hesita¬ 
tion in pointing to the spot, and 
Frank Lampard converted. 

With a good start hugely 
important, this setback seemed to 
shake the Welsh players, who 
were unable to get the ball out of 
their own half. The task was 


made all the more difficult when 
Glen Johnson’s exquisite pass 
found man of the match Young, 
and his low cross was tapped in 
by Darren Bent to give England 
a two goal cushion after only 15 
minutes. 

With the sell-out crowd deflat¬ 
ed, and Wales struggling to 
impose themselves, the remain¬ 
der of the half saw neither team 
really threaten, with England 
easing up and Wales failing to 
get going. 

With playmaker and captain 
Aaron Ramsey being forced 
deep to get the ball, and then 
being marshalled superbly by 
Scott Parker, Wales went in at 
the break having achieved noth¬ 
ing. 

The second half performance 
was at least livelier from the 
men in red, and their first half 


chance came on 53 minutes, 
Bellamy lifting the ball behind 
Ashley Cole, but Andy King 
blasted wide. 

Their best chance came seven 
minutes later. Ramsey’s through 
ball found Morrison in the penal¬ 
ty area, but hesitation and the 
attention of John Terry meant the 
Millwall striker couldn’t get a 
shot away. 

With the arrival of David 
Vaughn and Ched Evans, on for 
King and Morrison, giving 
Wales more impetus going for¬ 
ward, Ramsey had more time to 
affect the game, but again the 
lack of quality at vital times put 
paid to any notion of an unlikely, 
and undeserved, comeback. 

Put simply, Wales were not at 
the races on a day when they 
should have been, not only in 
terms of who the opposition 


were but also in terms of break¬ 
ing their duck in the qualifying 
group. 

Poor performances and 
Speed’s managerial naivety only 
exacerbated matters against an 
England team who did enough to 
win at a canter without really 
breaking a sweat. 

Why Speed opted for Andrew 
Crofts in the midfield instead of 
David Vaughn, who has been 
one of the Premier League’s best 
performers this season, beggars 
belief, as does the inability to 
grasp that Ramsey would be 
unable to impact on the game if 
he wasn’t given the time and 
space he needed. 

Much like the situation their 
rugby counterparts found them¬ 
selves in, picking up a win 
would be a vital confidence 
boost for a team who have tasted 


victory only once in the last 
eight games, and whose next 
competitive game comes in 
September with a home tie 
against the surprise package of 
the group, Montenegro, before a 
visit to Wembley four days later. 

Defeat in those games, while 
not a disaster, would be a further 
knock for a team whose lack of 
quality and ability was exposed 
on Saturday. 

While, like previous man¬ 
agers, Speed has said that quali¬ 
fication for the 2014 World Cup 
is his main aim rather than Euro 
2012, he shouldn’t take his eyes 
too far off the present situation - 
otherwise things may get a lot 
worse before they get better.
